ICC Hearings 
Begin Aug. 10 


Will take place in various 
cities thruout the country, 
starting at Washington, D.C. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.— 
Those in circus, carnival, fair and 
other fields who may be inter- 
ested in participating in hearings 
by Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission upon a pétition by dif- 
ferent railroads for an increase of 
15 per cent in freight rates, should 
be prepared to do so by August 
10, as the commission has ad- 
vanced the date for beginning hearings 
at which objectors may present their 
pleas from August 31. This action was 
taken, following a motion in behalf of 


rail carriers for an earlier completion 
of hearings. 


Even if show interests should not care 
to participate directly in these hearings, 
at which shippers will make known their 
objections to an increase, it might be 
well for these interests to keep pretty 
close tab on what is taking place. Not 
only showmen who ship by rail, but 
those who may depend, on occasions, on 
rail transportation have something at 
stake. Then the motorized show in- 
terests might also keep in mind that 
action upon this rate increase is pretty 
cestain to be followed in due course 
by action upon the movement for co- 
ordination of rail and motor transporta- 
tion. The two movements are in addi- 
tion pretty closely correlated. 


The hearing August 10 will take place 
in Washington. Others will be held in 
San Francisco; Portland, Ore.; Kansas 
City, Mo.; Dallas, Salt Lake City, At-

Calling for 


Admission Tax in Florida 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., July 27.—The ire 
of amusement interests thruout this 
State has been stirred thru the approval 
by the house last week, by a vote of 44 
to 42, of a bill to set a graduated tax on 
admissions. Forces are now being lined 
up to prevent the bill from making fur- 
ther advancement. While the proposed 
tax would have to be assumed by the 
public, the amusement people argue that 
‘they would be hit hard thru greatly de- 
creased attendance, particularly so in 
cases where admission charge is 40 cents 
or under, on which a five-cent tax would 
be imposed. 

Original provisions of the bill were 
changed somewhat, but at final vote it 


set the following scale of taxation: Five 
cents on each ticket for any amusement 
up to and including 40 cents; 10 cents 
on each ticket costing from 41 cents to 
$1; and 10 per cent on each ticket cost- 
ing more than $1. 

Attémpts to postpone indefinitely con- 
sideration of the bill and to exempt 
bathing beaches where admission is 
charged were defeated. Race tracks 
would be exempt. 

Bill was changed twice. Under one plan 
it set the tax at two cents on each ticket 
costing 40 cents or less, and under an- 
other it provided for a five-cent tax up 
to and including 25-cent admissions 
with 10 cents from that point to $1.

Television 


Will have own high kilo- 
cycle area — new station 
‘opens in New York 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Fed- 
eral Radio Commission is already 
making plans to take care of tele- 
vision when it comes in. Things 
are being fixed so that there will 
be no interference with the now- 
existing radio stations, it being 
planned to put all television out- 
fits in the high channel of between 
43,000 and 80,000 kilocycles. This 
kilocycle band does not interfere at all 
with present radio bands. Commission’s 
plans for future were made after recent 
telly developments and interest. shown 
in them. , 

There are 27 experimental telly sta- 
tions now operating in United States, of 
which 16 are in low kilocycle band of 
between 2,000 and 5,000. This conflicts 
with amateur territory, but times on air 
are so worked out that there have been 
no kicks from the non-pros as yet. As 
s0on as television stations increase in 
number so that they can’t be fitted into 
low channel, high band will be used for 
them exclusively. 

Meanwhile, Tuesday night here saw 
opening of new television station of 
Columbia Network. It is sixth television 
station in metropolitan area, and will be 
known as W2XAB, working in conjunc- 
tion with W2XE, which will transmit 
sound portions of program. Mayor 
Walker drew the curtain concealing the 
television eye, and a program was broad- 
cast immediately thereafter. W2XE's 
short wave carried sound portion to 
Europe. 

W2XAB and W2XE are broadcasting 
sight and sound programs every night 
between 8 and 11. Beétween 2 and 6 in 
the afternoon W2XAB works alone, 
sending visual program only, as experi- 
mental aid to Columbia Broadcasting 
engineers,

Given clean bill of health 
after charges of fraud by 
Vogel 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Kor- 
dula Brothers, music publishers, 
were given clean bill of health this 
week by Judge Hammer after ac- 
cusation of Jerry Vogel that they 
had conspired to defraud him. 
Case was result of Vogel-Sheri- 
dan tiff, in which former sued 
latter for about a hundred grand 
claimed owed him on rights to 
Marquita, published by Sheridan, who 
was the Kordulas’ predecessor in busi- 
ness. 

During the suit against him Sheridan 
went to the Coast and his business went 
to pieces. He wanted to sell, and he did 
sell eventually to the Kordulas for 20 
grand, which might have been fair 
enough price if depression had stayed 
away, but whicu, as things turned out, 
was far more than business was worth. 

Vogel, when his suit came up, got 20 
grand judgment against Sheridan. With 
Kordulas by that time owning business, 
he told them they'd bought it up in con- 
spiracy with Sheridan to defraud him of 
his award. He cited Bulk Sale Law, 
which provides that when business is 
sold in bulk all creditors must be noti- 
fied. He hadn’t been told of Kordula- 
Sheridan sale. 

He took case to Appellate Division 
finaily, and since it was proved that 
business had not been sold in bulk and 
therefore did not come under Bulk Sale 
Law, he got licked. Judge also absolved 
Kordulas of all suspicion of fraud. For 
one thing, they had paid more for busi- 
ness than business was actually worth, 
which would hardly have been the case 
had Vogel’s accusation been true. ,

Next Season; Four-Act Shows 


Former five and gix-act bills will remain in summer 
economy policy—less houses to resume with vaude than 
expected—lInterstate return depends on Publix 


NEW YORK, July 25.—RKO, as the leading exponent of vaude, 
kicked its prospective comeback in the chin this week when, after a 
series of conferences between Joseph Plunkett, the circuit’s general 
manager, and Charles J. Freeman, general booking manager, it was 


decided that the four-act bills in 
city and on the intact route will 
stay as is next season. This, along 
with the little added time decided 
upon for next season, camprises 
a three-way blow to vaude’s 


hoped-for brighter future, at least so far 
as this one circuit is concerned. 


The confabs between Plunkett and 
Freeman resulted in little change in the 
circuit’s tentative fall lineup announced 
a month ago. The new additions and 
the houses scheduled to come back after 
a summer of straight pictures are prac- 
tically the same. Schenectady resumes 
with vaude August 8; Troy, August 15, 
and Albany on November 1. When the 
latter house comes back, acts will split 
wee between there and Schenectady. 
They will be booked by Harry Kalcheim. 


St. Louis will go on Bill Howard’s 
higher priced intact books the week 
of August 15 as a full-weeker. Dates 
for the comrback of Columbus and 
Dayton are being held in abeyance until 
it is decided whether these towns will 
play Howard’s units or Dolph Leffler’s 
cheaper and longer routed bills. They 
will be full-weekers. 


The other time definitely coming so 
far is composed of the Sheridan Square, 
Pittsburgh, which will start playing spot- 
booked shows early in September, and 
the RKO house under construction in 
Denver. This will not be completed un- 
til the begfnning of 1932. 


There is more than a possibility that 
the Interstate will resume with vaude 
shortly after the new season starts, or 
even before, if RKO can get together 
with Publix. These houses dropped 
vaude last May after an agreement had 
been reached with Paramount that the 
latter circuit would drop its presertta- 
tions at the seme time in Dallas, San 
Antonio and Houston. Other two Inter- 
state towns now in straight pictures are 
Fort Worth and Oklahoma City, with all 
five totaling 4% weeks of vaude play- 
ing time on the intact route until tney 
dropped. 

Publix, thru its recent deal with 
Fanchon & Marco to play Ideas in place 
of home-made presentations in its de 
luxers, will have to play the F. & M. 
units in the Southwest theaters if and 
when resuming stage shows. How this 
will work out with F. & M, probably 
forced to provide shows to the Loew 
de luxer in Houston, now also in straight 
pictures, is not known. 

At the time RKO and Publix dropped 
the stage shows in the Southwest, the 
musicians’ and stagehands’ unions in 
that section of the country had shown 
a willingness to take a five per cent cut 
in salaries and did. 


RKO’s 58th and 8ist Street theaters 
will remain in straight picture policies 
at least until the new season is well 
under way. While there is some hope 
of the 8lst Street coming back with 
vaude some time in the fall, there is 
none for the 58th Street. The latter 
house has been showing less of a loss

Intact’s Staging Details Are 
Sent in Advance by Hackett 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Working out a 
plan RKO has been considering for some 
time, Janette Hackett, the circuit’s em- 
bellisher, is sending out a week ahead of 
each intact the stage plot programs, 
spotlight cues and colored lights sheets 
of each act in the show. First intact to 
come under the new scheme was No. 53, 
current in Syracuse. 

This plan, which is in line with RKO’'s 
policy of relieving performers playing the 
route of as much detail as possible, was 
brought up by E. M. Glucksman recently 
and is now being worked out by Miss 
Hackett. For each act Miss Hackett 
makes a detailed diagram of the stgge 
showing the position of props, lines and 
special lights. The diagram is copied 


and blueprints made by the Construc- 
tion Department. In addition to the 
blueprints, Miss Hackett draws up sheets 
listing the spotlight cues for each act 
and another paper describing the lights 
to be used. 


All three instruction sheets are mailed 
one week ahead of each unit along with 
the music orchestrations. By taking 
these functions out of the hands of per- 
formers, RKO aims to make opening day 
rehearsals easier, to increase efficiency 
and provide for better embellishment. 


In the past acts carried their own mu- 
sic, picked the lines for scenery and 
turned in the light and spotlight instruc- 
tions, all at reMearsal time.

A partial settlement 
was made with Bellit by routing one of 
his acts for about a year. Bellit charges 
he was supposed to get four acts routed. 

His claim is due for an early decision.

He will 
reinstate them on the booking floor 
should they desire to rejoin the agency 
ranks, from where they were drafted. 

When the report that the inspectors 
would be done away with first sprang up 
a few weeks ago, Freeman said that he 
would fight to have them retained. It 
was said then that the theater operators 
looked upon the checkers as expensive 
and of little use to the circuit, while the 
booking office figured them to be valu- 
able in keeping acts in line while away 
from the eyes of the officials here. 

The inspectors checked on the front 
of houses as well as the back and acts. 
They mailed their reports in weekly to 
Ray Hodgdon, Freeman’s assistant, who 
distributed them to the departments 
they concerned. 

Main faults the checkers found with 
shows On the road consisted of stalling 
by acts and violations of the censorship 
rules. They were empowered to cancel 
acts on the spot if given opposition and 
also settled minor disputes. There were 
no cancellations, however, all the time 
the inspectors were on the road, and 
managers reported that shows were play- 
ing better than ever due to the threat 
hanging over performers’ heads that a 
h.-o. man may be out front. 

Practically all four inspectors, when 
queried, stated they found RKO thea- 
ters on the road exceptionally well oper- 
ated from out front.

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Scripts of Paramount Shorts 


Being Rented to Vaude Acts 


Performers getting manuscripts from picture company 
on royalty basis—forgotten sketches being dug up for 
added revenue—authors, who sold outright, burning 


NEW YORK, July 27.—The Paramount-Publix organization 
has obtained a new source of income, cashing in on scripts, which 
were already made into one and two-reel sound shorts, by loaning 
them out to vaudevillians on a royalty basis. So far the idea has been 
done on!y on a small scale, but it is expected that Paramount will 
go into it on a bigger basis to reap 
unforeseen profits for its coffers. 
This money-making plan was 
stumbled upon recently by Para- 
mount when several vaude acts, 
who made sound shorts with circuit- 
owned scripts, requested permission to 
use the material in vaude with the propo- 
sition of paying royalty for, all dates 
played. Paramount agreed to this and 
the execs of the organization were soon 
surprised to find revenue emanating 
from what they ‘thought a dead source. 

Paramount’s sound short department 
uses much comedy material in its pro- 
duction schedule which is bought out- 
right from authors who for the most 
part are identified with vaude. Previ- 
ously these scripts were laid aside and 
forgotten after being produced. Now it 
is planned to rent the company’s stock 
to vaude acts on a royalty basis. 

Paramount expects this plan to be @ 
sure business bet on the strength of 
present vaude conditions. The idea is 
that vaudevillians can see suitable vaude 
scripts instead of the usual method of 
being in the dark about specially written 
material, for which they pay an author 
an advance fee. Then, by merely paying 
royalty for material just so long as they 
use it, acts do not stand to lose as much 
as if they bought it outright and it 
proved unsuitable. 

This turn of events as to material is 
something of a cycle. When Paramount 
was doing sound shorts on a large scale, 
-vaude producers dug into their trunks 
for old scripts to satisfy the heavy de- 
mand for material. Now Paramount 
finds their original scripts serving a dou- 
ble purpose. First they are made into 
shorts and then loaned to vaude acts. 

It is reported that several authors, 
who have had dealings with Paramount, 
are kicking themselves at not being able 
to cash in on the royalty the company 
is collecting on their scripts. The move 
will hurt them considerably in their sell- 
ing of material in vaude. 

While Warner Brothers, the one other 
company active in the making of sound 
shorts, has not been heard from on this 
plan, it is believed that it will also fol- 
low suit in cashing in on forgotten 
scripts. Warner has plenty of material 
suitable for vaude purposes.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Another dispute theater construction progrant in 


May, a checkup reveals that 
actual construction is being held 
up in several spots where sites 
were definitely chosen. It had 
been originally planned by War- 
ner to have several houses open 
by fall, above the four new houses 
recently opened: Morgantown, W. Va.; 
Milwaukee, Beverly Hills, and Erie, Pa. 

Four houses are now under construc- 
tion: Nashville, Youngstown, O., Holly- 
wood and Torrington, Conn., the latter 
scheduled to open August 15.° Six sites 
in the East and one in the West have 
definitely been selected and building 
plans okehed, but ground has not been 
broken. These sites are: Baltimore, 
Washington, Perth Amboy, Hackensack, 
Ridgewood and Newark in the East, and 
Sacramento in the West. 

The slowing up of construction ac- 
tivity is considered to be due to financial 
difficulties. Money originally budgeted 
for construction is now being diverted 
into other channels. 

The easing up of theater expansion by 
Warner will also affect the circuit's 
“flesh” outlook. All houses planned were 
to be equipped with stages. Altho the 
four houses recently opened started as 
Straight filmers, but are prepared to 
switch to a stage-show policy if condi- 
tions require it. The New Warner, Mil- 
waukee, which opened as a straight 
filmer, has already gone vaudefilms.

Over Salary Cuts 


LONDON, July 20.—The decision ar- 
rived at by various managers, led by 
George Black (GTC), R. H. Gillespie 
(Moss’ Empire), Walter Payne (Syndi- 
cate Halls), Mark Ostrer (Gaumont 
British) and J. C. Graham (Paramount 
Astoria), concerning the cutting of 
artists’ salaries in order to meet present - 
conditions has been received with mixed 
feelings. 


The smaller acts whose salaries do 
not exceed $100 per week (and are not 
liable to cuts) readily agree with,the 
decision, while those making more and 
in line for the slashes naturally look at 
the decision from a different point of 
view. 


Cuts are: From $100 to $175, 15 per 
cent; $175 to $250, 20 per cent; $250 to 
$375, 25 per cent; $375 to $600, 33 1-3 
per cent; $600 to $750, 40 per cent; $750 
to $875, 45 per cent, and $875 and up, 
50 per cent. 

It is felt that the move will allow 
managers to play more weeks of straight 
vaude, but it is believed that manage- 
ments should further respond by cutting 
admission prices in order to compete 
with the larger picture houses. 


One problem in the question of cuts 
is the assessment of the standard value 
of a visiting act. To cover this the 
managers who signed the agreement will 
sit as a body and discuss any controversy 
of this nature as the individual case 
arises. 


Unions Hold Back 


Amalgamated Vaude 


NEW YORK, July 27.—Refusal of 
stagehands’ and musicians’ locals to 
grant concessions will probably keep 
vaude out of the M. E. Comerford 
houses, which were booked by Bud Irwin, 
of the Amalgamated. Comerford houses 
if coming back, would aggregate about 
five weeks of playing time. 

A&tho Frank C. Walker, general man- 
ager of the Comerford interests, was 
highly optimistic in the spring about 
vaude coming back on the circuit, he 
stated late last week that prospects of a 
comeback did not look so bright now. 
According to him, a definite decision will 
not be reached for a month. 


Walker denied the rumors that Comer- 


ford was attempting to buy up a string 
of Warner theaters.

with its present all-film policy than it 
did as a vaudefilmer. — 

The meager amount of time to be 
added by RKO next season is not as 
much of a blow to acts and vaude in 
general as the decision to hold the neigh- 
borhood houses here to four-act split- 
week shows along with the intacts. It 
appears like a smart move on the part 
of RKO’s theater operators to keep what 
is expected to be a popular demand from 
costing the circuit any more than when 
vaude amounted to little more than a 
bargain supplement to pictures. 


When the neighborhood bills were 
chopped down from five and six acts 
last spring, the move was Made as a sum- 
mer economy measure and at the behest 
of Freeman, who asked that the quantity 
of the shows be sliced instead of the 
quality. Weaker shows would have come 
with just a budget cut and no reduc- 
tion in the amount of acts played. It 
was expected that the policies discarded 
for the summer would come back with 
the new season. 


The theater operators have also 
squelched for the present ail plans for 
flexible budgets for RKO’s long-routed 
intacts as well as an increase in the 
amount of acts played on these shows. 
Hiram S. Brown, president, and his 


» assistant, James H, Turner, are reported 


to be in accord with the scheme, but 
bowing to the wishes of the operators. 


It was pointed out to the theater 


operators by Freeman that flexible intact 
budgets would allow for the playing of 
“names” over the 30-week route that 
could not fit into the present budgets, 
which average around $2,700. The oper- 
ators tabled the matter until such a 
time when they figured stronger stage 
shows were an absolute necessity. 


Keeping the intacts as they are along 
with the four-act neighborhood bills will 
decrease RKO’s buying power next fall 
instead of increasing it over what it was 
the beginning of last season. 


NEW YORK, July 27.—All hope for a 
material increase of playing time on the 
RKO books next season now centers up- 
on the scouts the circuit’s booking de- 
partment sent out a number of months 
ago in an attempt to revive the old 
“family time.” Early reports from these 
men were favorable, altho none of the 
indie theater operators signed on the 
dotted line and stuck mainly to making 
promises. / 


The indie theater men were and are 
being approached with the inducements 
that their shows will be booked thru a 
reliable office and that they will be al- 
lowed to use the RKO banner in exploit- 
ing the “flesh” in those towns where 
there is no RKO opposition. Most of the 
houses approached are now in straight- 
picture policies or booked by an indie 
buyer. 

When the scouts were first turned 
lcose in the East and Midwest it was 
expected by the booking office that they 
would bring about 20 weeks into the 
RKO fold by the start of next season. 
As yet there is no announcement forth- 
coming on concrete results. 


If and when these indie theaters re- 
sume with vaude aud with RKO shows, 
the circuit’s bookers will use the time 
for break-in purposes. RKO’s theater 
operators continue to be reluctant to 
turn over any of the circuit’s own houses 
for talent development.

Lyda Roberti, also a smash, is assisted 
by Harold Arlen, who wrote the score for 
You Satd It, along with a flock of other 
hits.

Circuit may have 25 weeks—five metropolitan theaters 
included—Minsky big factor in Columbia’s future— 
theater operators and producers meet August 4 and 5 


NEW YORK, July 25.—The New Columbia Circuit has finally 
come out in the open with some of its plans, springing them amid a 
hubbub in its Bond Building quarters, which resembles a veritable 


beehive. 


It has been revealed that so far 18 producers have been 


given franchises; that meetings of theater operators and franchise 


holders will be held in two weeks; 
that five greater New York 
houses will be included on the 
circuit, and that Billy Minsky has 
a big finger in the Columbia pie. 

Present list of franchise holders com- 
prises Julius Michaels and Harry Bentley, 
Al Singer, Irving Selig, Sam Raynor, 
Maurice Rosen, Cliff Bragdon, Harry 
Fields, Emmett Callahan, Ed Ryan, 
Benny Moore, Henry Dickson, Lou Reals, 
Joe Catalano, Rube Bernstein, Nat Fields, 
Harold Raymond, Griff Williams and Bill 
Brandell. Moore, Reals and Catalano will 
produce under company names. These 
producers are completing talent round- 
ups and are already starting on prdéduc- 
tion. 


Two important meetings will be held 


in the New Columbia office August 4 and 
5. First meeting will be with theater 
operators, and the other will be a mass 
meeting of franchise holders to discuss 


‘production activitjes. Approximately 25 


weeks are expected to comprise the cir- 
cuit tour, and five will be in this vicinity. 
They are the Republic, Apollo and Irving 
Place, and the Star and Gayety, Brooklyn. 

A committee of four has been ap- 
pointed to supervise the production 
activities of all franchise holders, and 
three of the committee are among the 
franchised producers. They are Callahan, 
Bernstein and Ed Ryan. Fourth member 
of the committee is Billy Minsky. In 
the supervision of production activities, 
the quartet will watch carefully to ward 
off any attempted chiseling in production 
and will also see that the needs of the 
circuit are fully met by the producers. 
It is expected that they will put out 
the first show, which will be in the 
nature of a sample layout by which the 
other producers will be guided. 

The peace declared between I. H. Herk, 
president, and the Minsky & Weinstock 
interests, as mentioned in last week’s 
issue, has drawn Billy Minsky into the 
fold completely. He has turned his Re- 
public and Apollo over to circuit shows, 
and is taking an active interest in pro- 
duction. He and Herk were recently in- 
compatible because Herk refused to allow 
him to enter the-firm as producing head.

Producers had offered seven grand compromise even 
during course of arbitration—board brings in decision 
in about three minutes—$12,500 involved in case 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Ted Healy, after court battles, argu- 
ments, attempted settlements and an arbitration, has finally been 
beaten by the Shuberts in his attempt to collect $12,500, which, he 
claimed, the producers still owed him on a year’s contract. Decision, 
which was made by board of arbitrators at American Arbitration 


Association, was handed down on 
Wednesday, after Shuberts had 
twice offered to compromise on 
claim, once for $7,900 and once 


for $7,000. Producers were repre- 
sented by Milton Weinberger, of Wil- 
liam Klein’s office, and Healy by Mrs. 
Emily Holt, associate counsel of Equity. 
According to Equity ruling, there can 
be no appeal from decision of board. 
Trouble started when Healy, under 
year’s contract guaranteeing 25 weeks, 
played just 20 weeks in Shuberts’ 
A Night in Venice. He then went into 
vaudeville for nine weeks, with eight 
lay-off weeks between. Latter were 60 
that Shuberts could recall him if they 
wanted him for show. Always, in term 
contracts, player must be available to 
producer whenever latter wants him. 
After vaude dates were over, Healy 
asked Shuberts for permission to do a

Co-Op May Uncork Chiselers 
If Actors Are Stupid Enough 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Fear has been 
expressed in certain unofficial quarters 
that publicity attendant on Heywood 
Broun’s co-op. revue, Shoot the Works, 
now playing at the Cohan, would start 
flock of shoestringers trying to beat 
new Equity ruling which provides that 
producers of shows in which cast waives 
bond must assign to cast half interest in 
movie and other secondary rights. 

There is no such check on shoestring- 
er if he manages to get his cast to go 
co-op. All members uf a co-op cast are 
in on management, and such assignment 
of rights would be nothing more than 
reassigning to them what they already 
theoretically own. Producer could get 
his share of problematical proceeds, and 
he’d have show on Broadway without 
having to put up bond for cast. Only 
thing that could be demanded of him in 
way of pre-production money—or post- 


production money, for that matter — 
would be bond and salaries for chorus 
girls if show happened to be musical. 
Chorus Equity provides that its members 
can under no conditions indulge in co-op 
venture. They must be paid regular sal- 
aries, and regular bond must be put up. 

Co-op of that sort would be one step 
lower than waiver, even before new 
Equity rule went into effect. For there 
would be no way of stopping it. 
Granting players were foolish enough to 
go in on such a plan, nothing could be 
done about it. They'd all be part of 
management of show, But would any 
players be foolish enough to go in on it? 

Only one co-Op show has appeared on 
horizon since Broun announced his plan. 
It is Jeanne Stevens’ production of Bad 
Land Nights, with some question of it 
coming in at all.

This time it’s the East Side Aid 
to the Poor, and, for a wonder, 
“Major” Edith Ward, the well- 


. known charity worker, is not con- 


nected with it. The organization 
has bought out Erlanger’s Theater for 
the night of August 5, when Pinafore 
and Trial by Jury will be playing there, 


‘and has been selling tickets for $12.50 


and $15 a throw. Seats at Erlanger’s, 
under Milton Aborn’s “thrift” policy, 
have a two-buck top. 

Organization had no permission to 
solicit, and, therefore, it is breaking a 
city ordinance. Also—and here it takes 
a page from the books ef past “benefits” 
—solicitors have been calling people and 
saying that they were various prominent 
men, none of whom admit to any knowl- 
edge of the organization. Only this time 
it’s not actors’ names they’re using. 

Organization came under suspicion 
when Samuel Fassler, superintendent of 
buildings of the city, received a check 
from the estate of Ogden Goelet and a 
letter saying the estate would buy tickets 
in accordance with promises made him 
over the phone. That started things, and 
it was found that various prominent city 
Officials had been victims of phone im- 
personations, and that their names were 
used on outfit’s letterhead. 

Deputy Commissioner Kelly is inves- 
tigating. There’s a chance he may ban 
the benefit. But that’s no sure proof 
that it won't be held at the Erlanger on 
August 5 anyhow; he banned a party 
given by “Major” Ward’s outfit at the St 
Moritz this spring, and they had the 
party at the St. Moritz on schedule. 


Moses Puts Up Bond for First

Maurice Browne To Play Chi. 


CHICAGO, July 25.—Maurice Browne, 
who is coming to America under the 
management of the Pond Bureau for a 
nation-wide tour, is to appear in Chicago 
the coming season. Before Browne’s rise 
to fame, he conducted the Little Theater 
in the Fine Arts Building here, 
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HE League of New York Theaters ‘s 
busy saving the road. Its plan has 


been announced, its members are 
putting forth earnest efforts in a genu- 
ine attempt to bring back the non-New 
York stage, and, at present the entire 
affair, tho still nebulous, brings a hope 
back to the hopeless bosoms of those 
who like their plays uncanned. 


Out of the innumerable discussions 
concerning the ills that have fallen in 
recent years on the hinterland, about six 
major complaints emerge. Item one, and 
primarily, the theater in the last decade 
has lost the confidence of its public. 
Shows and productions that couldn’t 
make the grade as items in high school 
commencement exercises are hopefully 
sent out by balmy and supercilious pro- 
ducers who think that no one west of 
Hoboken has more than a sixth-grade 
intelligence or an atom of taste. Fifth 
and sixth string players are relayed to 
the expectant provinces under the some- 
what misleading billing of “original New 
York cast.” Naturally enough, these 
things, extended over a 10 or 12-year pe- 
riod, brought their obvious results. 


Then, of course—and some people er- 
roneously feel that it’s still of ace im- 
portance—is the question of movie com- 
petition. Also, there are the prohibitive 
railroad rates, the high salaries of ac- 
tors, the hard-and-fast and often one- 
sided union rulings, all of which make 
honest and enterprising producers feel 
that the road is infinitely too great a 
risk for its problematically small returns. 
And, as almost a corollary, there are the 
prices charged for seats, out of propor- 
tion to the entertainment offered or the 
pocket books of the customers, but ale 
most forced upon managers by the risks 
they incur. 


The entanglements and short-sighted- 
ness of the two major booking offices 
have also—and rightly—come in for their 
share of the sock-pasting. And above all, 
and tied in with a good half of the other 
maladies, is the fact that local taste has 
never been considered in routing. Shows 
are routed according to the booking of- 
fice in New York, and the house man- 
agers, the only people who could stand 
up against the practice and insist that 
their communities be given what they 
want, are, according to various observ- 
ers, a stick-in-the-mud and moribund 
lot. 


The League, in its plan, has set out to 
clear away the major portion of these 
ills. Public confidence is to be restored 
by sending out picked plays with picked 
casts and, as far as possible, their origi- 
nal productions, It amounts to a guar- 
anteed product with the League stamp, 
analogous to the guaranteed product 
that has made the Theater Guild the 
power that it is on the road. 

Movie competition, in any case, has 
been overrated. People, as witness the 
response to TPROA’s Save Our Stage 
drive, are turning back to legit. There 
is an intense and widespread desire to 
see acting im the flesh. In any case, 
the League is attempting to meet canned 
competition by sizable price cuts and the 
organization of guaranteed audience 
groups like those of the Guild. That, of 
course, also remedies complication num- 
ber five, the question of present theater 
prices. 

In order that the prices may be low- 
ered, the kick concerning high railroad 
rates, high wage scales and the rest 
must be met. The League is meeting it 
with its plea, shortly to go before the 
Interstate Commerce’ Commission, for 
lower passenger rates for touring theat- 
rical troupes. It is meeting it also by 
the co-operative angle of its scheme, a 
plan which seems rather Utopian than 
useful. For the union attitude has al- 
ways been against these things, and 
Equity, tho it will throw nothing in the 
way of its members who want to indulge, 
will also do nothing to encourage them. 


Still the Depression 


“Two blind men, working hand- 
outs, have thought up new scheme 
for Broadway these hot nights. Two 
of them, marching shoulder to 
shoulder, go down the street play- 
ing saxophones. One wise guy in 
front of the Palace, on seeing them, 
piped: “My Lord! times are so bad 
even the blind men have to double 
up.”

Obviously, the League can do nothing 
to obviate the insane practices of the 
bookings offices, the routing of two ma-

@ month apart, and other such lunacies. 
But, In any case, representatives of both 
the Erlanger and Shubert offices are on 
the League’s committee which is work- 
ing on the plan, and the inference ‘s 
that they’re lending their support to it. 
So that booking competition should 
hardly influence the legit “wheel” that 
the League intends to set in motion. 

The only point that the managers have 
failed to touch is the one concerning 
local choosing of attractions offered. 
And, if all the others are in any way 
obviated, that one might not be neces- 
sary. Tho it would help a bit to have 
local house managers who had some 
slight interest in the stage.

In other words, 
the boys and girls in the cast divide the 
problematical profits. Material has been 
contributed; the backers are pledged to 
take no more out of the show than they 
originally put in, and the elephantine 
Heywood is busy in his own sweet way 
relieving unemployment in the theater. 
As far as the backers go, it would be 
unkind but probably true to say that 
pledge or no pledge, they're not due to 
take out more than their original in- 
vestment. 


In view of the co-op angle, in view of 
Broun’s public-spirit (and self-ballyhoo- 
ing) in putting the show on, in view of 
a great number of things, it’s hard not 
to be nice to the big, happy family on 
the Cohan stage. Broun himself last 
night said that the only criticism wanted 
was constructive criticism, the kind that 
begins “Shcot the Works is a swell show” 
and builds up from that. But, like 
Frederic in The Pirates of Penzance, this 
department is a slave of duty. There- 
fore, be it reported that the co-op angle, 
Broun's press-agentry, the breaks that 
he’s sure to get from the press and the 
public desire for novelty may keep the 
piece going for a while. As a purely. 
commercial production it would probably 
fold on Saturday. 

All sorts of big names are listed as 
contributors and helpers, and, as usual 
in such celebrity goulashes, none of the 
stuff contributed means very much. The 
music is so-so, as are the lyrics, and the 
sketches are frankly bad.

“Night Nurse” 
(WARNER-VITAPHONE) 
At the Strand 
Producer’s footage, 6,480. Time, 72 
minutes, 
(Release date, August 8) 

Based on Dora Macy’s novel of the 
Same name, this one develops at times 
into a rather interesting story, then 
again shifts to a lethargic sequence that 
retards the pace and back again to clin- 
scs and scenes in operating rooms that 
are a little nauseous tho swell atmos- 
phere. There is something about this 
picture that makes one like and dislike 
it at the same time. Its direction by 
William A. Wellman is first rate, and a 
highly commendable cast has been se- 
lected for the various roles. But the 
story is such that it leaves an unpleas- 
ant taste, and it surely is only food 
for mature audiences, 

Barbara Stanwyck has the TIeading 
feminine role and gives an A-1 portrayal. 
She is effective thruout. All of the 
other roles are important, but subordi- 
nated to that of Miss Stanwyck’s. Clark 
Gable is excellent in another one of his 
hard-boiled characterizations, while Ben 
Lyon gives a nice portrayal of a likable 
bootlegger. Joan Blondell brings a touch 
of comedy in nice wisecracking, and 
Charles Winninger, always to be counted 
on for a good portrayal, scores again in 
the role of a physician. Ralf Harolde, 
as a malpracticing M. D; Charlotte 
Merriam and Blanche Frederici all are 
nicely cast. This story demands char- 
acterization, and all of the players acquit 
themgelves creditably. 

Story is a mixture of malpracticing 
physicians and bootlegging, with the il- 
licit whisky selling a secondary proposi- 
tion. Barbara Stanwyck becomes a nurse 
and is sent out on her first private case. 
lt is a rather strange home to which 
she is sent. Two little children are 
being slowly starved to death by orders 
of a physician. When the nurse realizes 
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what it is, she tries to get in touch with 
a reputable doctor, and immediately is 
knocked down by the chauffeur employed 
by the lady of the house. It develops 
that the lady of the house and the 
mother of the children is an habitue to 
Grink, and that there is a trust fund 
for the children, which when they die 
reverts to the mother. Chauffeur is on 
very friendly relations with the woman, 
and thru the aid of a crooked physican 
is murdering the children by starvation. 

Miss Stanwyck tells her tale to a 
reputable physician and asks him to 
come in on the case, but he always cries 
ethics to her. Finally after a strong 
scene with the malpracticing physician 
she finally cecides to do his bidding and 
at the same time get the evidence to 
convict him. While she had been serv- 
ing her apprentice days in the hospital 
she had helped a young bootlegger (Ben 
Lyon), who was wounded. Her aid was 
in not reporting the matter to the police. 
Romance begins at once. Just as one 
of the children is about to die, and she 
needs the other physician to save the 
child (the chauffeur not permitting her 
to call for help), the bootlegger arrives 
with booze for a party at the house. He 
learns of her plight, brings the physician 
in time to save the child, takes the 
chauffeur fer a ride, and everything ends 
as the nurse is en route to the District 
Attorney, accompanied by her bootlegger 
sweetheart, to swear out a warrant for 
the other doctor for malpractice.

“The Magnificent Lie” 
(PARAMOUNT) 
At the Paramount 
Producer’s footage, 7,125. 
79 minutes. 
(Release date, July 25) 

“The first lady of the screen,” as 
Paramount has deemed fit to dub Ruth 
Chatterton, is starred in this one, based 
on Leonard Merrick’s novel, Laurel and 
the Lady. Story is both dubious and ob. 
vious. While it gives Miss Chatterton a 
chance for characterization, it does not 
afford the opportunities that other recent 
roles have offered. Main trouble is that 
the story lacks conviction and is severely 
far-fetched, passing the point of credulity 
in the drawing of some of its characters, 
particularly that of the French trage- 
dienne. Also in the fact that so many 
people could be inhuman enough to 
foist a joke on a man who had gone 
blind suddenly. No doubt in this they 
had hoped to build sympathy for the 
man, but as result it robs the other char- 
acters of any of the so-called milk of 
human kindness and almost puts them 
in the class of nincompoo}'s. 

Miss Chatterton always is interesting, 
and as the cabaret entertainer lends a 
certain glamour to the role that it, no 
doubt, would have failed to possess in 
less capable hands. However, a new- 
comer in the cast, Francoise Rosay, in 
the role of the tragedienne, in spite of 
its inconsistencies, comes near taking the 
honors away from the star in her few 
scenes. Miss Rosay is ideal and makes 
an almost tmpossible character almost 
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likable. Ralph Bellamy is excellent in 
the role of the boy, while Stuart Erwin 
brings some comedy relief in his irresisti- 
ble way. 
are offered by Tyler Brooke, Sam Hardy 
and Charles Boyer. Berthold Viertel’s 
direction is quite good. 

At the start of the picture we find 
Ralph Bellamy suffering from shell shock 
in a French hospital. He is visited by 
Francoise Rosay, a famous French trage- 
dienne, and she calls him “a charming 
guy.” While she is there a raid com- 
mences, and the boy, torn by the horrors 
of war, takes shelter in her arms. Thir- 
teen years pass, and now, in New Orleans, 
the boy is working in a lumber camp. He 
learns of the American appearance of the 
tragedienne and decides to visit her at 
the theater, taking flowers. Two of the 
male members of her cast meet the boy 
and refuse him admission, kidding him 
along and offering to give her the flowers 
he has brought. However, they turn them 
over ‘to Miss Chatterton, a cabaret enter- 
tainer, working in the basement of the 
theater. While attending the perform- 
ance that night the boy goes blind, and 
still carries the memory of the trage- 
dienne in his heart and her “charming 
guy” cry in France. Thinking he has 
nothing to live for on account of his 
blindness, and the fact that he cannot 
see the star, his pal tries to arrange to 
save him. Miss Chatterton, who mimics 
the tragedienne, as a joke with the two 
male actors makes the blind youth be- 
lieve she is the tragedienne. Soon she 
has fallen in love with him and has to 
go on with the impersonation. However, 
she forgets herself and divulges herself 
as the cabaret entertainer. He calls her 
cheap and demands to be taken to his 
home. She is furious with herself and 
him and drives madly, the car being 
wrecked and the boy regaining his sight 
by the blow. Of course, he finally admits 
his love for the entertainer, and every- 
thing ends with the future looking rosy 
for the lovers. H. DAVID STRAUSS. 


“Children of Dreams” 
(WARNER ViITAPHONE) 

At the Beacon 
Producer’s footage, 7,553. Time, 
84 minutes. 

(Release date, July 25) 

This one certainly is-a relic of the early 
days of talking and singing pictures. 
Billed as a musicai romance by Oscar 
Hammerstein II and Sigmund Romberg, 
it becomes a tiresome melange of chorus 
ensembles rushing in and out of the pic- 
ture without rhyme or reason. In fact 
there is no rhyme or reason for any of the 
story. No doubt the picture was made 
months ago, when musical films seemed 
certain of a little popularity on the 
screen. It must have been laid on the 
shelf. What caused Warners to release 
it even now is a problem. It would 
have been a bad example of singing pic- 
tures even when singing pittures were 
supposed to be good, and now it looks 
like a perfect example of the worst ever. 
Any exhibitor booking this one is driving 
trade away from his door. One spectator 
was heard to remark during the running 
of the film: “Gee, this is a beautiful 
theater—I can’t sit thru this thing; let’s 
take a look at the house.” And, suiting 
the action to the word, they made an 
exit. Most of the audience no doubt felt 
the same way, but the coolness of the 
interior kept them in out of the humid 
air of Broadway. 

The picture features Margaret Schilling 
and Paul Gregory, both of whom burst 
into song at every opportunity and neither 
proves any advantage to the mediocre 
story, if the supposed plot can be calied 
that. Tom Patricola, Bruce Winston, 
Marion Byron and Charles Winninger 
have the other leading parts, with Win- 
ninger giving the only portrayal that is 
in the least convincing. Alan Crosland’s 
direction is pretty poor. 

Story deals with an aggregation of 
auto rovers who follow the various fruit 
crop gathering thruout California. At 
first its looks as if it might be a publicity 
film for that State. The heroine who 
sings at nighttime in the camp falls for 
a boy who also sings. Just as they are 
about to marry a rich woman sends her 
to Rome as her protegee to study voice.

“Ship of Hate” 
(MONOGRAM PICTURES) 
At Loew’s New York 


Producer's footage, 5,670. Time, 63 
minutes. 


A good melodrania for the grinds. It 
holds the interest, has action, and, while 
it contains little if anything for juvenile 
patronage, it still tells the story in 
straightforward manner. This is a Trem 
Carr production, directed by Joseph P. 
McCarthy. Direction is excellent, Mc- 
Carthy handling it in a meticulous 
manner thruout. He has caught the 
atmosphere of the sea, and some of his 
shots have been handled not only with 
a good sense of the dramatic, but in 
such a manner that there are several 
thrills. * 

Cast includes Charles Middleton, in 
the role of a sea-Zoing captain, on the 
order of that played by Walter Huston in 
the play Kongo and which Lon Chaney 
essayed on the screen.

_ Story deals with a cruel and vindic- 
tive sea captain, known as The Lash, 
because, as he sits paralyzed in his roll- 
ing chair, he manages to handle a mean 
whip about the bodies of his men who 
show the least trace of insubordination. 
His crew is composed of men who have 
been murderers in different climes and 
have had to seek the sea as their refuge. 
In Singapore the captain visits a notori- 
ous house, and when a young girl re- 
pulses him he brings out his lash to 
strike, but a young lad, Lloyd Hughes, 
takes it away from him and is forced in 
a fight to kill the captain’s giant Negro 
defender. Captain orders the boy shang- 
haied and sets out to make it tough for 
him as a member of his crew. The ship 
strikes a passenger ship in midocean 
and a young woman and her husband 
are the only ones saved from the sea. 
From then on it is a battle between the 
men for the one woman on board, the 
captain wants her, the crew wants her, 
and Hughes falls for her. The result 
is that the husband is cast overboard by 
the crew and the captain trussed up to 
a mast when his men mutiny. Hughes, 
of course, fights for the girl, kills the 
mutiny leader, releases the captain and 
takes off in a lifeboat with the girl for 
a near-by island.

“Son of India” 
(MGM) 
At the Capitol 
Producer’s footage, 6,640. Time, 74 
minutes. 
(Release date, August 1) 

Many years ago F. Marion Crawford’s* 
books were exceptionally popular. A 
number of them have been brought to 
the screen in years gone by. This one, 
based on his Mr. Isaacs, is the first one 
to be brought to the talking screen 
and serves as a starring vehicle for 
Ramon Novarro. 

It is a different Novarro than in his 
more recent pictures. It is a Novarro 
sans song, which is something out of 
the ordinary for him since the screen 
found voice. Instead of the modern-day 
clothes, we find Novarro as an East In- 
dian, with his head swathed in white 
turbans. At the start he flies around 
in beggar’s clothes, but later appears 
in regal garments that befit the richest 
jewel merchant in all India. 

However, it is a pleasing Novarro—a 
lad who knows his comedy as well as 
his drama, and plays much of the time 
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with a sly wink and a tongue in his 
cheek, in spite of the heavy melodra- 
matics in which the story is steeped. It 
is this humorous attitude that brings 
a certain realism to the story that it 
might not have otherwise possessed. 


Story is picturesque and romantic, as 
most ef the Crawford stories are. And, 
in spite of the fact that it was written 
many years ago should prove popular 
with the average movie fan, for it has 
the necessary ingredients that movie- 
goers demand; that is pathos, excite- 
ment, romance and a touch of comedy. 
Jacques Feyder’s direction is excellent, 
and some of the settings, several of them 
natural ones, are positively stunning. 

The chief interest in the picture is in 
the manner that it has been acted. 
There is an exceptional] cast supporting 
the star. First, there is Madge Evans, 
a baby star in the early days of the 
movies, who has since grown up and 
been seen on Broadway in several legiti- 
mate plays. In this, her first talking 
picture, she comes thru in great style. 
Conrad Nagel, Marjorie Rambeau, C. 
Aubrey Smith, Mitchell Lewis, John 
Miljan and Nigel de Brulier appear to 
good acivantage in lesser roles. 

Story starts with a wealthy jewel mer- 
chant and his son, played by Novarro, 
traveling thru the mountains of India. 
They are set upon by brigands, the fa- 
ther is killed and robbed. The son, 
thru the aid of a holy man, saves the 
only one jewel, a handsome diamond. 
Later he tries to sell it and an unscrupu- 
lous merchant accuses him of stealing it. 
Nagel, an American, happened to be in 
the shop at the time, heard the argu- 
ment and appearing in court clears the 
boy. Novarro swears eternal gratitude. 
Years pass and this jewel has set Novarro 
on the way to the ambition of a jewel 
merchant prince. He meets an American 
girl, Madge Evans, and falls desparately 
in love with her and she with him. 
Against her aunt’s (Marjorie Rambeau) 
wishes she meets the rich man and be- 
comes engaged to him. The aunt, to 
break the match, summons the girl's 
brother, who happens to be Nagel, the 
man to whom Novarro had sworn eter- 
nal gratitude. Of course, honor bound, 
the Indian releases the girl and he tells 
her they can never be happy in their 
cifferent environments and religious and 
social customs.

The Paramount - Publix organization 
has been going in heavier for massive 
production in its stage shows in the past 
few weeks.

A weak show at this house, but con- 
sidering the excellent stage presentations 
that are usually offered, a weak sister 
is bound to crop in every now and 
then. 

Sunny Side Up, which was shown at 
the Roxy more than a year ago, after 
a $2 run at the Gaiety, is brought back 
for a return engagement. Just why, it 
is hard to tell, and it is doubtful if 
there will be much interest in the sing- 
ing picture, which seems sorely out- 
moded now that talking pictures have 
advanced since this one was made.

but suggestions for improvement) this 
corner is willing to indulge. Instead of 
saying that Shoot the Works is a swell 
show, then, this reporter suggests a great 
eal less Heywood Broun, a few funny 
sketches, the pointing and tightening up 
of practically all the numbers except 
the ensemble dance routines and*just a 
wee suggestion of professional showman- 
ship. For Broun, making things as in- 
formal, intimate and homey as possible, 
has made them downright slipshod. It’s 
just a good high-school production, with 
performers and material in varying de- 
grees above its class. 

To say that Broun dominates the show 
would be a classical example of under- 
statement. His picture appears on the 
program cover; he acts as master of 
ceremonies, in various sketches, and with 
the chorus girls; thruout the 34 numbers 
are items like “Heywood Broun,” “Hey- 
wood Broun Again.” “Still More Broun” 
and so-and-so “introduced by Heywood 
‘Broun,” and he is, of course, the pro- 


cucer (in association with Milton 
Raison). About all that’s needed is a 
“Broun for Congress” sign painted on 
the asbestos curtain. 

The first half had what there was of 
life and spirit in the show, tho the 
second part may have fallen down be- 
cause there was a midnight performance 
scheduled second night, and things were 
being rushed to make room for it. Which 
is an example of bad management, 
caused, incidentally, by the fact that 
the whole thing started about 20 min- 
utes late. 

It was Johnny Boyle and the knock- 
out chorus he had to work with who ran 
away with the show. The dance rou- 
tines thruout were excellent, and the 
pretty and capable cuties did more than 
anybody else to speed things up and 
make them professional. Maybe it was 
because, thru the rulings of Chorus 
Equity, they have two weeks’ salary 
guaranteed. 

Next in line came Harry Archer’s or- 
chestra in the pit, which did some grand 
things to the music it had to work with. 
It’s as capable and enjoyable an outfit 
as any heard hereabouts in a long, long 
time. And third came William O'Neal, 
who did a number called Hot Moonlight 
to a fare-thee-well. It was the show’s 
best piece, anyhow. 

Also worthy of mention, as far as 
numbers go, was the doll routine for I’m 
Just a Doorstep Baby and Pie in the Sky, 
the first act finale. This last, inciden- 
tally, sent the audience out into the 
street with the show's best laugh. 

Of the other principals, Jack Hazzard 
was ill and didn’t appear second night. 
Julie Johnson flashed a pleasing per- 
sonality, an extremely pretty face and 
some dancing ability. Imogene Coca, who 
was grand in the last Garrick Gaieties, 
showed the routining effects of an extra 
year on Broadway. Edward J. MacNa- 
mara was swell, but there wasn’t enough 
of him. And the rest were good enough, 
but not too good. It was the way the 
thing was put together, however, that 
gave most of the amateurish taste. 

Broun told one about an actor who 
he said in print had given the worst 
performance in the world, and who later 
sued him, losing the case. The next 
time the guy appeared, Broun’s paper 
told him to go easy, so he said, “Mr. X 
wasn’t up to his usual standard.” It 
was Hugh Layne, of Dance Magazine, 
who gave the ultimate criticism of the 
show. “It we compare his revue to his 
columns,” he said, “Mr. Broun wasn’t up 
to his usual standard.”

picture for Fox. Permission was neces- 
sary, because he had to go to Hollywood, 
and Fox contract provided for six weeks 
of continuous work, and five more op- 
tional if picture hadn’t been completed. 
Shubert would be unable to recall star 
during that time. The 11 weeks that 
Healy asked for just made up year under 
contract, so that Shuberts, by giving up 
rights to recall him, also gave up any 
possibility of giving him extra five weeks’ 
work necessary to fill contract terms. 

Fox did not exercise option on extra 
five weeks, and it is on those five weeks 
that arbitration turned. Shuberts 
claimed that by Healy asking permission 
to work for Fox, all contract guarantees 
were automatically canceled, since, if 
Fox had required star for full time, there 
would have been no possibility of filling 
guarantee. In other words, star gave up 
guarantee in exchange for permission to 
work for Fox. 

Healy, however, said that he had been 
forced to pay Shuberts 25 per cent of 
his Fox salary, and that, if he were pay- 
ing them for his time under contract, 
contract still held. Shubert contention 
was that Healy gave both dough and 


abrogation of contract for permission to 
do movie work. 

Shuberts had so little confidence in 
their case that they offered, a few weeks 
ago, to settle for $7,900. Even during ar- 
bitration itself they again brought up 
matter of settlement, offering seven 
grand to call things off. Healy turned 
both offers down. 

Arbitration board took approximately 
three minutes to decide issue. Vote was 
two to one. Arbitrators were Frederick 
Altshul, representing Healy; Walter 
Reade, representing Shuberts, and, as de- 
ciding vote, Robert Adamson, who was @ 
vice-president of the Bank of the United 


' States.

Move seen as aiding formation of 
new Shubert holding company, created 
when debenture bonds passed interest 
June 15 and receivership seemed im- 
minent. New company due to take over 
all real estate assets of Shubert Theater 
Corporation and issue in return all 
capital stock and adjustment bonds 
equal to debentures outstanding.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Show called— 
actually—The Widow Is a Virgin was put 
in rehearsal Thursday at the Longacre 
by Henry Rosendale and James Doyle.

Cincinnati. Cherniavsky, in his 
fortnight at the dine and dance 


spot atop the Gibson roof, has 
proved that a good, little leader can 
whip into shape a fair, big band every 
time. He has done just that thing, and 
in a real knockout fashion, too. 


The Gibson Hotel has found the going 
a bit rough since the Netherland Plaza 
opened several months back, using MCA 
“name” bands in its dining room and 
night club. Unable to secure “names” 
suitable for combating the new opposi- 
tion, Managing Director C. C. Schiffeler, 
of the Gibson, finally conceived the idea 
of organizing his own house orchestra. 
This was done, but still no increase in 
business. The outfit, at its best, was 
classed as only so-so by those who should 
know. Then Herr Schiffeler struck on 
the guest conductor plan. The first one 
engaged was Josef Cherniavsky, well- 
known leader of the West Coast and 
New Orleans. 


Then things began to happen. Cherni- 
avsky went into a huddle with the band 
boys, told them exactly what he wanted 
and then began a siege of rehearsals. 
He drilled the Gibson tooters for three 
days and three nights, replaced weak 
timber with new, and the result was a 
musical combination that even a White- 
man would be proud to wield a baton 
before. At the end of Cherniavsky’s first 
week, the Gibson’s dine and dance busi- 
ness spurted upward in the neighbor- 
hood of 100 per cent. The Russian wand 
wielder was originally booked in for a 
limited stay, but now ‘you couldn't get 
him out of the place with a team of 
horses. Schiffeler wouldn’t stand still for 
it. ’

Post-Card Musie 


For Chain Stores - 


NEW YORK, July 27.—A newcomer to 
the music-publishing field has given 
veteran publishers something to think 
about thru releasing three-flap postcards 
carrying new songs with words and mu- 
sic complete. These postcards may be 
placed on a piano and read almost as 
well as a regular piano copy. 


The publisher of the postcards has 
succeeded in interesting syndicate stores 
to the extent of inducing the buyers 
to order the cards in large quantities. 
Cards carry an attractive-looking colored 
title page, equally as good as regular 
sheet music, and retail for 5 cents. Half 
a dozen publishers have obtained some 
of the postcards to study them for their 
own possible use. 


Several smart music men are inclined 
to believe that the postcard offers a 
solution to present problems of the pop- 
ular music game. Card serves the same 
purpose as a regular sheet of music and 
may be printed in large quantities for 
approximately % a cent. Cards carry- 
ing hit songs should net publishers 3 
cents, which would leave 114 cent profit. 
after printing cost and a cent royalty 
had been deducted. Expenses on pro- 
moting the song postcard could be cut 
to a great extent, and a card with a 
hit number easily could sell two or three 
million copies. 

In any event, the idea has been put 
into practice, and syndicate stores ap- 
pear to be very much interested in the 
project.

NBC Signing 
Independents 


Seen as first shot in prom- 
ised battle between radio 


and ASCAP 


NEW YORK, July 27.— The 
National Broadcasting Company 
has started to obtain from inde- 
pendent music publishers permis- 
sion to broadcast their numbers 
for the next five years, which 
looms like the initial shot of a 
coming battle between radio and 


-the American Society of Com- 


posers, Authors and Publishers. 
Contracts between NBC and the ASCAP 
expire within the next year, and the 
radio people have heard indirectly that 
it will be asked to pay a fabulous sum 
for the privilege of using copyrighted 
music controlled by the society. 


In signing up publishers who are not 
members of the society at present, NBC 
will have a prior right to the use of the 
indie’s songs should the latter become 
ASCAP members. The form letter sent 
out to indie publishers states that if 
the publishers will forward dance or- 
chestrations to the New York office effort 
will be made to have the tunes sent to 
various key stations for possible use on 
future programs. 

A regular contract is offered for each 
indie to sign which states the usual 
phrase for the consideration of %1 the 
publisher gives NBC permission to use 
the catalog for five years. An additional 
clause in the contract says that should 
the publisher wish to discontinue the 
arrangement at the expiration of five 
years he must notify NBC to this effect 
within 30 days of the termination of the 
contract. NBC does not guarantee the 
rendition of the songs on the air for 
one or more times, and in a case the 
writer investigated NBC hadn't sent 
along the lone $1. NBC gets everything, 
and the indie publisher nothing but a 
veiled promise. 

Several music veterans believe that this 
is just the beginning of a campaign on 
the part of NBC to sign all publishers 
individually for individual sums, price 
depending upon the length and strength 
of a catalog, instead of paying out mil- 
lions of dollars for a blanket license to 
play all tunes controlled by the society. 

Should NBC succeed in signing the 
big publishers individually after its 
society contracts expire, it probably 
would insist on obtaining a _ license 
which would prevent publishers from 
asking commercial broadcasters to pay a 
percentage of what they expend on pro- 
grams. One thing may be taken for 
granted—NBC’s new stunt is much 
bigger than it appears on the surface.

Windy City needs one, 
critic says—cites Bryant’s 
success in Cincinnati 


CHICAGO, July 25.—Chicago, 
which is subsisting upon the 
most meager theatrical fare in 
years, is yearning to get a peak 
at a real, old-fashioned showboat, 
and it looks like a mopup for the 
first showboat operators to bring 
one of the floating theaters to 
Gangville. Charles Collins, dra- 
matic editor of The Chicago Daily 
Tribune, in his column last Sunday 
harped upon the success of the Bryant 
Showboat in Cincinnati, and wound up 


his scrivenings with the words: “Chicago 
needs a showboat.” 


“Cincinnati,” says Collins, “has some- 
thing to talk about. Its baseball team 
may be a dismal prisoner in the cellar 
of the National League, but its river 
front boasts of a genuine old-time happy 
days showboat, in prosperous operation. 
New York, which never saw a showboat 
except in a comic opera, is envious. 
Chicago would gladly trade High Hat and 
Stepping Sisters for Cincinnati's show- 
boat, with its revivals of Rip Van Wirkle, 
East Lynne and Ten Nights in a Bar- 
room. 


“Cincinnati’s showboat has value as 
an historical relic. It is one of the last 
survivors of a famous fleet. It rep- 
resents a vanishing tradition of the river 
towns in the Ohio-Mississippi Valley. It 
is a link between the machine age and 
the glamorous pages of Huckleberry Finn.” 
Collins devotes almost a column to the 
showboat, ending with: “My slogan for 
July is—Chicago needs a showboat.” 

It is reported that a certain promoter 
already has begun negotiations to bring a 
showboat to the Windy City at an early 
date. Capt. J. W. Menke, whose Golden 
Rod Showboat is playing in Pittsburgh, 
announced several months ago that he 
was reconditioning his old French’s Sen- 
sation Showboat to take. it into Chicago 
in time for the world’s fair in 1933. It 
is believed that the recent turn of things 
will hasten Menke’s plans somewhat.

What happens 
to skin when you quickly remove a sur- 
pius of fat which has reposed inside it 
for some years?

Newspaper reports of the event declared 
that altho bad weather had held down 
the attendance the advance sale had 
disposed of tickets which had been paid 
for to insure a net of between $4,000 and 
$5,000. 

That, it seems, was too much. No less 
en authority than Robert Campbell, sec- 
retary of the Fund, has requested a cor- 
rection of the story, which made the 
Fund richer than it really was. In part 
his letter read: 

“Inasmuch as it was a rainy day in va- 
rious parts of the surrounding section @ 
great many cancellations of seats were 
ordered. Result was, however, a net of 
$1,800. 

“There is no doubt, that the sum re- 
ceived would have been two or three 
times larger had the weather been more 
promising, but we do give great credit 
io William T. Tilden, Frank Hunter, Mrs. 
Dorothy Earle and the others interested 
in this event for their splendid efforts 
te make this affair a great financial 
success. It was, nevertheless, a great 
sports event.” 

Equity is sorry that the Pund did not 
veceive all the money with which firat 
reports credited it, for this is a season 
in which the Pund can use every penny 
it can get. Perhaps it will have better 
luck another time. 


Extending Insurance Benefits 


In certain foreign countries; among 
which are Germany and Czecho-Slovakia, 
there is state insurance which covers all 
workers—and in this class are actors. 

Hitherto a clause in the regulations 
heavily penalized if it did not jeopardize 
any workman who might leave the coun- 
try. And it militated especially against 
actors who might receive offers to play 
abroad. If they maintained their in- 
surance benefits at all, it was only at an 
enormous economic sacrifice. 

The governments cf Austria and 
Czecho-Slovakia have just concluded an 
agreement by which actors from one 
country who play in the other will re- 
ceive credit for time played and hence 
for time employed, which will be of 
great value to all actors. 

Inasmuch as a similar agreement now 
exists between Austria and Germany it 
is expected that the benefits will also 
be extended to cover Germany and 
Czecho-Slovakia. 


Dr. Russell on Our List 


Dr. Frank H. Russell, of 219 West 44th 
street, New York, has been appointed to 
the staff of Equity Honorary Physicians 
and Surgeons by the Council.

And so the 
Kansas City office reports with some de- 
gree of interest that a large candy com- 
pany, which supplies most of the tent 
shows, declares that sales are increasing. 

It is hoped that this indicates more 
people attending the shows and hence 
more money to spend. But it may only 
mean an increase in the size of the 
collective sweet tooth of tent-show audi- 
ences. At any rate, someone is profiting 
from the situation. 


He Didn’t Have the Authority 


As if it weren't hard enough for actors 
sto get jobs these days, there came to 
Fauity’s attention a situation in which, 
apparently in good faith, several actors 
vho believed that they had landed good 
jobs hav2 nothing but claims. 

A producer who had been connected 
with several shows thought that he had 
an agreement with a large and estab- 
lished firm by which backing for a 
musical show was assured. Before that 
agreement was absolutely confirmed in 
writing the producer engaged several 
actors on Equity contracts. And then 
he was informed that as far as his 
prospective backers were concerned the 
show was off. 

Now unless he can secure other back- 
ing immediately this producer faces 
claims for a week's salary for abandon- 
ment of play from those actors who 
were signed. 

It is too bad for all concerned that 
the understanding was not definite one 
way or the other before any engagements 
were entered into.

The girl is generally far more anxious 
to make this arrangement than is the 
manager. Think what that means. In 
the 12 years of its existence the Chorus 
Equity has fought and struggled to save 
its members from that most difficult 
position—that is, of having to make 
agreements with managers on their own 
responsibility. We realize that our peo- 
ple are young, that they are in an Over- 
crowded profession, that they have yet 
to make their names. If a chorus girl 
has to go to a manager and say, without 
the backing of an association, “I insist 
that if I am dismissed after seven days 
of rehearsal you must pay me two weeks’ 
salary”"—the manager will just go and 
get another girl who doesn’t make that 
stipulation. 

Therefore the Chorus Equity makes 
the stand for her—it says that every 
member who rehearses more than seven 
da_s and is dismissed must be paid two 
weeks’ salary. The manager has no 
reason to discriminate because he must 
employ Chorus Equity members—and 
the same thing will be asked for all 
of them. 

If we start making concessions for 
individual members, then there is noth- 
ing to prevent the manager from in- 
sisting that all of his chorus people get 
concessions on all points of the Equity 
contract from their association—that he 
will only employ those who can get 
concessions. 

And then we will be right back to 
1919, when anything went so far as the 
employment of chorus people was con- 
cerned—and when you could rehearse for 
16 weeks without compensation and be 
dismissed at the end of the 16th week 
still without compensation. 


We do not enjoy refusing to our mem- 
bers things which they individually—and 
for that particular engagement—want. 
But if we allowed ourselves to be in- 
fluenced by their pleas they would soon 
find themselves in the position of get- 
ting a number of things which ad 
don't want. 

Up until two years ago the probation- 
ary period was 10 days instead of 7. 
Our members complained that 10 days 
was too long—that anyone could tell in 
five days whether any member was 
suited to the production for which he 
was rehearsing. We cut the probation- 
ary period to seven. We cannot now, for 
the sake of individual members who are 
unable to get work in that time, increase 
the number of days allowed.

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The Movie Price System 
And Revival of the Road 


N AN EDITORIAL recently, The San 

Francisco News dealt with the possi- 

bility of radical changes in the business 
management of the legitimate theater sug- 
gested by the announcement that Fox West 
Coast Theaters has booked Ethel Barrymore 
for a Southern California tour in “The 
School for Scandal.” 

“Except in New York,” said the edi- 
torial, “the legitimate theater has been hard 
hit by movie competition, and it has been 
all but wiped out in cities of less than say a 
quarter of a million. So far the legitimate 
managers have not tried any sweeping or 
radical innovation to meet the movie chal- 
lenge. : 

“Ts there a clew to the future in the rela- 
tive prosperity of the big movie palaces 
where expenditures for film, stage shows 
and music are often as great or greater than 
the cost of maintaining a legitimate theater 
with a first-class company of actors? Profits 
in these houses come not by offering a 
cheap show, but from a great volume of 
business attracted by low prices. 

“We have seen radical changes in bank- 
ing, retail merchandizing and many other 
lines of business. Perhaps we are on the 
eve of similar changes in the theater that 
will bring the spoken drama back into its 
own.” 

There doesn’t seem to be any doubt that 
there is a clew’to the future of the legitimate 
theater in the movie price system, especially 
so when general business conditions are 
“off” as in these days. It has been proved 
in every branch of the amusement business 
that in less prosperous times the masses 
shop for their entertainment fare the same 
as they do for necessities of life and the 
like. They want the best for the money, 
and if the prices are not attractive they 
won’t spend. 

There is not a field in the professional 
amttsement world today that has not 
adopted price policies in conformity with 
the times, and if the road is coming back it 
will have to be along these lines. As a 
matter of fact that is the aim of the League 


of New York Theaters in its proposed 
legitimate “wheel,” nation-wide in scope, for 
next season. The plan is to give plays con- 
forming to certain standards, set by the 
League at rock-bottom prices. The The- 
atrical Press Representatives of America 
with their SOS Society are working along 
similar lines for a revival of the road, but 
their definite policies have not yet been an- 
nounced. 

With these organizations in back of the 
revival movement something should come 
of it, and it is to be hoped that should their 
proposed policies conflict in some respects 
any such differences will be ironed out, or 
some arrangement effected whereby they 
will work togther, If there is no other way, 
then everything should be done to effect an 
amalgamation. To fight each other would 
no doubt mean a dismal failure of the efforts 
of both. 


Another Demonstration of the 
Spirit, “The Show Must Go On” 

HAT “The show must go on,” obstacle 

or no obstacle, was again demonstrated 

last week when the Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey Circus appeared in Cin- 
cinnati. During the night prior to the 
show’s coming to the city there was a heavy 
downpour of rain, and this condition con- 
tinued practically all of the next morning. 
As a result the lot used was in extremely 
bad shape—a regular sea of mud. 

To many it seemed as tho the date would 
have to be passed up, or at least the matinee 

erformance called off. But nothing of this 
Rind occurred—the two performances sched- 
uled were given. The matinee was but one- 
half hour late—a great achievement consid- 
ering great delay in getting set up. 

It required the hardest kind of work of 
all connected with the big organization to 
avoid missing the stand. The lot was put 
in such condition that it was hardly believ- 
able there were heavy rainstorms just a 
few hours before. Cinders and straw were 
used in abundance, not only on the lot, but 
on the roadway leading from the street to 
the entrances of the big and side-show tops. 
In consequence muddy clothes and shoes 
were conspicuous by their absence. Every- 
thing was made just as comfortable as pos- 
sible. Much surprise was expressed by 
people in attendance at what had been ac- 
complished and highly favorable comments 
were profuse. 

Deeds of this kind mean much to the 
future of the circus business. 


Dame Nature Is the Theater’s 
Chief Competitor in Southland 


UMMER stock has dwindled this year 
almost to the vanishing point in the 
Southern States. Lack of support for 

the few that attempted to make a go of it 
earlier in the season can hardly be attrib- 
uted to general business conditions, how- 
ever, in most of the Southern cities. The 
most formidable competitor of the stock 
manager attempting to carry on in Dixie 
during warm period is Dame Nature. 

Outdoors is too enticing. On the Coast 
there are the seaside parks, beaches and 
numerous other occasions for enjoyment. 
Inland there are just as many attractions 
to divert business from theaters. And al- 
ways there is the additional inducement of 
the cool evening air to keep the amusement 
seeker who has regard for bodily comfort 
outdoors. 

Summer stock in the South has experi- 
enced hard going in recent years. Few at- 
tempted it this season and available reports 
show that the venture was disastrous in 


practically every instance. The going has 
been hard in past seasons. It will be harder 
in future because outdoor attractions have 
steadily multiplied in the last two’or three 
years. In number and variety the amuse- 
ments conflicting with dramatic stock in- 
terests during the summer are greater than 
ever before known. 


Take Nothing for Granted When 
Contracting Grand-Stand Shows 


UR attention has just been directed to 

the experience of a certain fair secre- 

tary with a grand-stand attraction. 
The secretary himself relates the experience, 
and then asks the question: “I want to ask 
if this is fair to men who are booking the 
outdoor attractions and keeping ‘flesh’ at 
work ?” 

The secretary in question has two fairs 
under his wing this year. On May 29 he 
received a letter from the manager of the 
grand-stand attraction who expressed him- 
self as wanting to contract the two fairs, 
mentioning terms, etc., and closing with, 
“Please advise us on this at once and we 
will send contracts for your approval.” This 
letter was answered on the same day that 
the fair secretary received it, and taking it 
for granted that “everything was set” for 
the act, he went ahéad and placed’ in each of 
his catalogs a page advertisement about 
the attraction going to be a feature of the 
fairs. On July 10 he received another letter 
from the manager of the grand-stand attrac- 
tion who said that “we will be unable to 
work with you as we have booked a full 
season already, and the jump to your State 
would be too great for us.” Which led 
the fair secretary to ask the question given 
in the first paragraph of this editorial. 

While the treatment on the part of the 
attraction manager was unbusinesslike in 
waiting 42 days before gjving an answer, 
at the same time there was no breach of 
contract, the secretary merely taking it for 
granted that the deal was closed and run- 
ning the advertisements in his catalogs. 

There is a lesson in this experience for 
all fair secretaries, and that is, take nothing 
for granted—get the name of the attraction 
or manager on the dotted line of the cou- 
tract before proceeding further. Let no- 
body use your fair for an “ace in the hole.” 
Specify a time when signed contracts must 
be in yout hands, and make it clear that 
unless they are they will be null and void. 


Can Evils Be Corrected by 


Increasing License Fee? | 


OUNCIL in a certain small city is con- 
sidering increasing carnival license fee 
because of criticism against a show 

which appeared there recently. Local paper 
carried a long front-page story about it, and 
among other things said: “According to pro- 
tests, carnival was not of the type which 
should be permitted to operate, and many 
citizens are in favor of putting license rates 
so high that only highest type organizations 
can afford to show here.” The Billboard 
holds no brief for such an “attraction” as 
the one against which the complaint was 
centered. On the other hand, we are afraid 
an increased fee in the hope of getting 
higher type shows is not the solution, tho 
it might sound logical. If the local authori- 
ties responsible permitted such an “attrac- 
tion” as described to operate with the car- 
nival paying the present fee, would it be 
stopped if a larger amount were paid? Isn't 
the root of the evil right “at home” when 


no attempt is made\to clamp down on such 
“attractions”?

Consider the Circus 
Editor The Billboard: 


Having read Eugene Whitmore’s and 
W. J. Englieh’'s letters in the Forum, I 
desire to answer both gentlemen. 

First—Eugene Whitmore has hit the 
nail on the head and right where it 
hurts. His statement is too true to 
not to face the facts. You will find 
many small-town editors only too 
pleased to run a good story on a circus, 
but they don’t want a story that they 
have heard for years, So I am going a 
httle farther than Eugene Whitmore. 

Why not tell of the lives of the fa- 
mous circus families who have come 
down thru the years, the training of the 
children, the rules of the circus, winter 
quarters, meals, the place of each in the 
dressing tents, dining tent, etc.? 

Now-for a cold fact that no circus has 
made anything of: I was at a meeting of 
citizens a few months ago when a few 
well-meaning people (?) tried to stop 
circuses coming to town. Reason no one 
has to ask. They ripped into the circuses 
and carnivals with both hands ancl feet 
and were going strong. So I asked for 
the floor and received it. I asked only 
two questions: First, I asked, “Gertle- 
men, in all the years of the circus can 
you recall just once that you ever saw 
a woman star of the circus in the front 
page of any rewspaper in a scandal?” I 
let the question sink in a few moments. 
Then I esked the second question: “Of 
al] the years you have attended the cir- 
cvs did you ever see anything by word, 
act or otherwise which was not clean? 
Was there anything you couldn't show 
your wife, children, mother or sweetheart 
in your own home? Compare it with 
the movies and the stage of today. 
Gentlemen, stop and think. The circus 
is the cleanest amusement before the 
public today and gives you most for your 
money. Don’t be misinformed, and you 
can take all your family and not he 
offended. It is educational, as well as 
amusement.” And I sat gown. 

Now. vou boys who have these fights 
just do likewise and they will stay put. 
These people did and they had no come- 
back. Nothing to stand on. You must 
fight the movie crowd i1. movie style. 
Also let’s take our beautiful ladies of 
the circus world and place them in bath- 
ing suits and then take the so-called 
beauties of the movies and place them 
together in hathing suits. There is no 
comparison between them. The circus 
lady has form, charm, grace and health, 
while the movie girl has a face, but no 
form. The circus ladies have no lighta, 
artists’ makeup or special scenes and 
settings to put over their acts. And 
don’t forget she takes her life in her 
hands twice daily. It takes a clean 
hody, mind, Judgment and nerve. 

Why not give the advance men a 
hook of ‘photos of your show? Say, 15 
photos with a good cover, 50 as not to 
crack the photos, and while the crew is 
billing the store windows let the owner 
and clerks look it over and by the time 
the biller is thru they are, end he can 
take the book along. No lost time, 
but he has sold his show to the business 
man and his clerks, who in turn will 
tell their trade, Result, mary new faces 
at the ticket office on show day. 

You must sell your show before you 
cet in town, not after you leave. Re- 
meniber, cirevses have been in the town 
years ago and the natives say: “Oh, it’s 
just like the others.” Change that idea 
at. once, and don’t use the same 
ac the other fellow. Be different and 
exploit your show. 

Now here’s one. The time will come 
when the small motorized circus will 
play only one State, its own State, and 
will bill itself as the “Minnesota Show, 
by Minnesota Showmen, for Minnesota 
People,” or any other State and make 
money. The advantage of the chain- 
store fights. 

Now on the W. J. English article of 
“Transporting the Circus.” Well, I 
think he has not looked at the'article as 
I see it. No, Mr. English, all shows will 
never be jvst one ring. But though 
Many cars were on the following shows 
five years ago: Miller’s 101 Ranch, Rob- 
bins Bros, Sparks, Sells-Floto, Al G. 
Barnes, John Robinson, Hagenbeck & 
Wallace, Christy Bros. Ringling SBros., 
etc. Now count the cars and what have 
you? Answer, fewer cars, smaller shows. 
The reason that the larger shows will be 
smaller is the fact that lots are getting 
smaller and smaller and very hard to 
get and costly. So. Mr. English, it is 
a fact today that railroad shows are 
smaller, not larger. The reilroad shows 
will be with us some time yet, but will 
the Big One always have 100 cars? I say 
no, and socn. My article was on the 
small one-ring shows of trucks of 7 to 
12. but don’t understand me as saying 
Ringling’s shows will all be one rings. 
Never will they be that again.

Cincinnati had its third big-top 
organization when Ringling-Bar- 
num played there July 21 on the 
Cumminsville showgrounds. It 
had been preceded by Hagenbeck- 
Wallace May 5-7 and 101 Ranch 
June 22 and 23.

An unfortunate incident occurred 
early in evening when five draft horses 
were killed when they were struck by a 
Baltimore & Ohio train at a crossing. 
Three other horses, harnessed with the 
five which were killed, broke loose and 
escaped injury. At time of accident 
horses were hauling property to cars. 

The Ringling Show is indeed a huge 
and well-directed organization. Every- 
thing moves with precision and speed. 
Performance in big show is high-class, 
as is side show (18 platforms), managed 
by Clyde Ingalls, and Wild West, headed 
by Hank Linton. Show has a wonderful 
collection of animals in menagerie, a trav- 
eling zoo.

No Insurance 
Settlement 


Ringling-Barnum counsel 
testifies employees protect- 
ed under show’s system 


ALBANY,N. Y., July 25.—The 
Ringling-Barnum Circus was rep- 
resented here Monday by John M. 
Kelly, its attorney, at a hearing 
before Assistant Secretary John 
W. Henry of State Department 
of Labor for purpose of deciding 
whether or not circus should be 
required to obtain Workmen’s 
Compensation Insurance in New 
York State while showing within State. 
It developed that Ringling Bros.’ Circus 
is a self-insured organization, and Kelly 
said that their performers and employees 
are amply protected in this respect. 


He produced evidence that his com- 
pany has now pending before New York 
State Compensation Department a case 
in which it is specified the ciscus was a 
self-insured company. 


Kelly stated that during the many 
years the circus has been operated it was 
never called upon to take out insurance 
in various States in which it has ap- 
peared. The fact being established that 
their employees were properly protected. 


“The high reputation of our company 
would not permit us to make the least 
effort to evade the law in any respect, 
and we do not intend to sacrifice our 
high standing with the public at this 
time.” 


No order from State Compensation 
Commission has ever been received by 
the circus management, and it has not 
been supposed that any additional in- 
surance further than the self-insurance 
provided by the company covered the 
situation. 

Before season closes the circus will 
again play New York State, and by that 
time the question will be adjusted, and 
if it is decided that according to laws of 
the State this additional insurance is re. 
quired the Ringling Bros. will apply for 
such insurance. 


It was pointed out at the hearing that 
self-insurers are required to make a de- 
posit for security, which the circus has 
failed to do. Kelly said that the circus 
had been operating in New York State 
as a self-insurer long before there were 
any such/Sstatutory requirements, and 
that it is due to an oversight if regula- 
tions were not complied with. 


No final disposition of case was made 
Monday. Secretary Henry will transmit 
result of. hearing to Commissioner 
Frances Perkins of State Industrial De- 
partment for a decision. 


Attorney Kelly was perfectly frank in 
explainingituation and is of the opinion 
that officials of the Labor Department 
will agree that the circus employees are 
properly protected under present system 
of self-insurers.

Governor Ely, favoring five-day work week, says park 
men can solve leisure-time problem—beach’s waterfront 
for State reservation—winter convention dates set 


SALISBURY BEACH, Mass., July 25.—With Governor Ely, 
State House officials, Congressmen, mayors, jurists and county ex- 
ecutives in attendance, annual summer convention of New England 
Section of National Association Amusement Parks got under way 
here Tuesday afternoon. Event sponsored by Dodgem Corporation. 


Upward of 160 in assembly. After 
a short business session of execu- 
tive board of association, entire 
body gathered at local hostelry 
for dinner and speeches. During 
course of fete Governor Ely of this State 
put in an appearance, as announced, ac- 
companied by State officials. Were led 
to the dais and speakers’ table after a 
few minutes’ tumult. Congressman Wil- 
liam Connery, former performer and 
World War vet, was toastmaster, intro- 
ducing several speakers, among whom 
were James P. Smith, president local 
Chamber of Commerce; Frank S. Ter- 
rell, president of body in convention; 
Mayor Casassa of Revere Beach, and 
Charles O. Bailey, secretary State Com- 
mission on Conservation. Connery in- 
troduced various mayors, Congressmen 
and State and county officials, inter- 
spersing formal talks with anecdotes and 
gags. President Terrell, in a short speech 
of welcome, emphasized the fact that 
“no matter how trying present conditions 
are, amusement men must maintain the 
integrity of the business and treat the 
public with care and consideration.” 

The governor was the final speaker. 
He commenced with some banter apropos 
to previous speeches and then discussed 
political problems. The governor con- 
tributed the information that he nae 
signed a bill lcoking toward the Sta’ 
taking over five miles of waterfront here 
for a State reservation similar to that 
effected at Revere Beach some years ago. 
Tying in the country’s financial situation 
with the amusement industry, remark- 
ing that “finance rests on the concerted 
action of nations,” he boomed off with 
a stirring keynote, advocating the five- 
day business week, but querying “What 
is man to do with his leisure time?” 
The State’s chief executive said the 
serious problem following as a result of 
establishment of a five-day industrial 
week will be that of taking up man’s 
idle moments. “The amusement men 
gathered here, which, as I understand it, 
represent summer-time amusement en- 
terprises, can solve the problem of the 
vital and extraordinary spare hour,” 
said the governor. “Leisure time may be 
intelligently, cleanly and _ profitably 
spent. You men are in a position to 
render untold aid in its solution.” 

After the dinner the assemblage pro- 
ceeded to Ocean Echo Ballroom. Entire 
beach was ready for the occasion.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—Among new ar- 
rivals brought to Brackenridge Zoo here 
by the stork last spring are 10 “osceola” 
white-tailed deer, 1 mongoose lemur, 1 
white-throated capuchin monkey, 1 
American bison, 4 African lions, 4 prairic 
wolves, 4 Barbados sheep and more than 
150 wild ducks, geese, pheasants and 
other birds.

The new tropical bird aviaries have been 
completed by the park department and 
are open to the public now with their 
more than 265 specimens of colorful

Interesting displays will soon be headed for fairs thru- 
out country—‘Talking Hen,” “Talking Cow,” “Forest 
and Water’ and “Acres of Diamonds” among them 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Office of Exhibits, U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is now all set for purpose of handling expedi- 
tiously the large number of interesting and pertinent displays which 


it has prepared to send out, on 


application, to fairs thruout the 


country. In addition to Director Hiscox and his principal assistant, 


office has a surprising number of 
artists, mechanics, etc., who are 
necessary to the task of having 
the displays put ship-shape for 
use, sending them out and keep- 
ing tab on them. One of the aides to 
Hiscox, concerning whom little is heard 
but whose knowledge of the various ex- 
hibits and the object for which used is 
such as to make her a vital part of the 
administration machinery, is Miss L. E. 
Duvall, secretary to the director. 

Thought and detail back of these ex- 
hibits calls for a lot of work by the force 
of artists, who are kept busy thryout the 
winter and spring months in painting 
the displays, either original ones or those 
which have suffered from much use. An 
instance of the artistry required is found 
in the “Talking Hen” and “Talking Cow.” 
These, and reproductions of other ani- 
mals, must of necessity be so accurate 
as to satisfy the millions of critical ob- 
servers who will view them at fairs. 

Then there must be real mechanics if 
the work of the artists is to be properly 
supplemented, and the exhibits drama- 
tized to the extent necessary to catch 
and hold the attention of visitors to the 
various expositions. The real thought 
upon the part of the Department of Ag- 
riculture specialists in preparing such 
displays, and incidentally successfully 
combining the dramatic with the purely 
constructive, may be illustrated with 
reference to dozens of exhibits now or 
soon to be on the way to agricultural 
fairs, a full list of which has been made 
available to The Billboard by Miss Duvall. 
For example, the “Talking Hen” visualizes 
nutrition of poultry, the “Talking Cow” 
gives a “lecture” on modern and scien- 
tific handling of milk cows and dairies, 
known in the department records as 
“Electrola dialog about feeding,” or, de- 
scribed in still another way as “The Milk 
Factory.” 

A real appeal from the recreationaly 
standpoint may be found in such 
mechanically operated displays as “The 
Forest and Water,” “The Service of 
Roads,” pictured by six types of service 
rendered by good roads, and another,

Two officers and four di- 
rectors resign when trouble 
arises over recent election

000—grand stand costing 
$150,000 nears completion 


TULSA, Okla., July 25.—Plans 
are going forward for the largest 
State fair in Tulsa in its seven 
years’ history, according to John 
Kramer, secretary. Work is well 
under way on a $500,000 building 
and improvement program. The 
grand stand is nearing completion 
at a cost of $150,000. It has been 


inclosed, renovated and made into 
a gigantic exhibition hall, with a seating 
capacity of 10,000 and containing 65 large 
booths. Building is 680 feet long. Mod- 
ernistic entrance of the grand stand puts 
it into a class by itself. Second floor of 
building has been made into a dormitory, 
which will accommodate hundreds of 
4-H club boys and girls. 

New fair pavilion, now under construc. 
tion, will provide adequate facilities for 
more than 300 cattle, with a floor space 
200 by 100 feet. Anera is surrounded 
with seats, accommodating more than 
5,000. 

Other improvements being made in the 
fairgrounds include a modern drainage 
and sewerage system, buildings for hogs, 
sheep, light horses and heavy horses, and 
storage rooms for agricultural products. 

More interest is being show in the en- 
tries and more inquiries are being made 
, than ever before, Kramer said. A num- 
ber of special features have been added 
to the regular routine of exhibits and 
entertainment. One that is causing a great 
deal of comment is the cat show, which 
will run for three days. A special booth 
is being provided in the building where 
poultry, pigeons and rabbits are shown. 
Another special feature is the educa- 
tional department, which has been some- 
what enlarged. Department is divided 
into three divisions: Independent school 
district with more than 2,500 enumera- 
tion; independent district with less than 
2,500, and rural schools. Nearly $3,000 
is being offered in prizes for educational 
exhibits. Interesting entertainment will 
be offered each day and night of 
the fair, with the Johnny J. Jones Ex- 
position Shows being in Tulsa for the 
first time, and the only time to ever visit 
the Southwest. Schooley’s Winter Gar- 
den of Frolics will present Sensations of 
1931, showing beautiful girls with gor- 
geous costumes. Ben Hamid Troupe of 
Arabs, Frances Trio, Fink’s Mules and 
Flying Sullivans will be included in the 
vaudeville programs shown each night. 
State Fair band will play during the auto 
and horse races and for the Schooley 
revue. 

Total premiums offered this year 
amount to $47,000, the largest Tulsa 
State Fair has ever offered.

287. The commissioner, after consul- 
tation with the dean of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture at Cornell University, 
shall have power to establish and pro- 
mulgate from time to time standards for 
the conduct of such fairs and expositions 
in respect to premium lists, exhibits, 
judging and other educational and agri- 
cultural activities. No disbursement shall 
be made to any agricultural society or to 
said institute if the last preceding fair 
or exposition of such society or said 
institute shall not have been of a stand- 
ard worthy, in the opinion of the com- 
misioner, of State aid, based upon its 
contribution to the promotion of agri- 
culture and domestic arts. 


WISCONSIN 

20.61. There is appropriated from the 
general fund to the agricultural societies 
enumerated in this section, but to be 
disbursed from the State treasury only 
when necessary to pay actual claims duly 
audited by the Secretary of State, as 
follows: 


(11) Annually, beginning July 1, 1925, 
such sums as may be necessary for State 
aid to counties and agricultural societies, 
associations or boards that have fully 
complied with the rules and regulations 
prescribed by this subsection, as follows: 


(a) To each county, and any such

80 paid shall exceed the sum of $35 to 
@ single person, or $75 for any township 
or other group premium. No fair, asso- 
ciation or board shall receive State aid 
unless its premium list, entry fees and 
charges shall have been submitted to 
the commissioner of agriculture on or 
before May 1, and approved by him in 
writing, both as to premiums offered, 
amounts to be paid, entry fees to be 
charged and all other charges for ex- 
hibiting. 


(b) After-July 1, 1925, State aid shall 
be paid to only such counties as conduct 
fairs and to but one society, board or 
association in any county which does 
not conduct a fair, such society, board 
or association to be designated by the 
county board of such county, except 
that societies, boards or associations in 
counties having a population of 10,000 
or more according to the last Federal 
Census, which have received aid here- 
under for fairs held during the calendar 
year 1920 may, upon compliance with 
conditions prescribed by this subsection, 
continue to receive State aid until other- 
wise provided by law. 

(ba) Whenever there are two or more 
societies, boards or associations in any 
county, only one of which is entitled to 
aid, that one shall be selected to which 
the county has appropriated at least 
#5,000 for the’ purchase of land or the 
erection of buildings, or both. 

(c) It shall be the duty of the proper 
Officers of each county agricultural so- 
ciety, association or board entitled to 
State aid under this subsection to sub- 
mit to the commissioner of agriculture 
@ complete accounting system for each 
society, association or board, and no 
State aid shall be paid to such society, 
association or board until a satisfactory 
system of accounts has been approved 
by said comissioner and installed ac- 
cording to his instructions.

“Federal Aid Roads Where Traffic Is 
Heaviest.” A suggestion of the myriad 
airplanes which are ‘certain to dot the 
skies within the next few years will be 
found in “Weather Reports on the Air- 
ways.” Lessons in health may be had in 
the “Winning the Fight Against Tuber- 
culosis,” one having to do with the treat- 
ment of milk utensils with steam or 
chlorine solution to kill bacteria, and a 
display having to do with rats, with sug- 
gestions to the effect these rodents stay 
away from clean, well-kept premises. 


And a few more of numerous others 
which, according to Dr. F. A. Moss and 
George A. Weschler, university psycholo- 
gist and professor of engineering, re- 
spectively, who analyzed different ones 
of these displays for representatives of 
the International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions, who visited the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture early in the year, 
are: 


“Co-Operative Marketing,” recognized 
as one of the vital needs of the day; 
“Farm Forestry Pays,” “Good Manage- 
ment Prevents Egg Losses,” “Selecting 
Beef Wisely,” “Good Wool,” “Saving the 
Fruit From Frost,” “When Lightning 
Strikes,” “The Dairyman’s Dollar,” “The 
Value of Corn in Live-Stock Production,” 
“How Many Little Pigs Get to Market,” 
all with an economic slant, but with 
“striking elements of appeal and per- 
suasion and based upon principles of 
good psychology and the mechanization 
of ideas,” according to Dr. Moss and Prof. 
Weschler. 

One outstanding exhibit, which is ex- 
pected to make a particular appeal to 
the younger folk and which was pre- 
pared particularly for Boys and Girls’ 
4-H Club work, is titled “Acres of Dia- 
monds.”

Looked Upon as Being Invalid 


Report of judiciary committee and city attorney to coun- 


cil at Great Falls, Mont., 


brings out some interesting 


points—validity of fair “restrictions” is also doubted 


GREAT FALLS, Mont., July 24.—The carnival has come in 
for a great deal of discussion here lately. In consequence the judi- 
ciary committee and City Attorney Warren Toole were called upon 
to make an investigation and submit a report on the subject to city 
council. This has been done, with the report revealing some informa- 


tion that should interest all carni- 
val showmen. In dealing with the 
subject, according to the report, 
three suggestions were made, 
namely: The absolute prohibiting 
of carnivals from conducting business in 
the city limits, the raising of the present 
license fee of $30 a day to discourage 
carnivals from operating here and the 
forbidding of operations of this nature 
within a specified distance of buildings. 


As to the absolute prohibition of carni- 
vals, the committee contended that it is 
of the opinion that any ordinance pur- 
porting to do this would be invalid. 
While places of amusement which tend 
to draw together crowds of vicious and 
disorderly persons and to encourage 
idleness and waste of time and money 
may be declared nuisances and pro- 
hibited altogether, yet the public amuse- 
ments which are harmless in themselves 
may not be prohibited altogether “or 
subjected to regulations so burdensome 
as to amount in substance to prohibi- 
tion.” 


It was pointed out in the report that 
statutes give the power to regulate cir- 
cuses and other shows. The power to 
regulate does not include the power to 
suppress or prohibit, for the very es- 
sence of regulation is the existence of 
something to be regulated, it was said. 
Consequently, according to the com- 
mittee, it would seem that circuses and 
other shows are sanctioned by the State 
laws by use of the word “regulate.” 

The committee further declared that 
the prohibition of carnivals and not cir- 
cuses would be subject to attack by a 
carnival company on the ground of dis- 
crimination and hence: “We are of the

With his 
sister, Fannie, he skated at the World's 
Fair in Paris in 1900, proving that great 
speed did not detract from his ability as 
a fancy performer. He is a man of origi- 
nality, and first conceived the idea of 
skating on stilts, a stunt that greatly 
increased his fame and was largely re- 
sponsible for the success of a European 
tour. In fact, he skated before the late 
Czar Nicholas of Russia and other nota- 
bles. If Davidson’s managerial ability is 
on a par with his athletic ability, a most 
prosperous year is forecast for the Van 
Cortlandt. 


ORDINANCE PROHIBITING 


(Continued from page 44} 


opinion,” declared the committee in dis- 
posing of this suggestion, “that an or- 
dinance prohibiting carnivals and cir- 
cuses, or either of them, would be in- 
valid.” 


Relative to the raising of the license 
fee, the report recited that the State 
Supreme Court has held that the Legis- 
lature has the sole right to raise revenue 
by the imposition of a license tax upon 
persons or corporations doing business in 
the State. The only justification for a 
municipal license tax is in aid of police 
regulations or to raise ‘a fund to defray 
the expenses of issuing the license and 
enforcing such police inspection or 
superintendence as may be lawfully ex- 
ercised. If the fee is unreasonable and 
exceeds limits, any ordinance fixing such 
a fee would be void. “It is thus seen,” 
read the report, “that to attempt to 
raise the license fee for a carnival is to 
act arbitrarily unless there be data avail- 
able which would justify’ from the 
standpoint of expense the contemplated 
raise.” 

No doubt, however, continued the re- 
port, exists as to the power to forbid 
holding carnivals within certain limits. 

In regard to forbidding carnivals and 
like productions for a certain period be- 
fore the fair. the committee declared that 
it entertains doubt as to whether such 
an ordinance would be upheld as valid. 
“In the first place, the days of holding 
the county fair are not fixed by law, but 
are fixed by the fair commission,” read 
the report, “and hence, any ordinance of 
the character last mentioned would be 
uncertain. Moreover, in addition to this 
matter of uncertainty, the only justifica. 
tion for the same would be the making 
of the county fair a success—as laudable 
@ purpose as this is and with which we 
are heartily in accord, nevertheless, an 
ordinance having this as its sole founda- 
tion would, in our opinion, be of doubt- 
ful validity.”

The boys play four instruments well, but 
lack stage personality and have no vocal 
bits or sight stuff to relieve the monot- 
ony of straight playing.

This unit 
contains two novelties along with a girl 
acrobatic dancer, aiid it is these per- 
formers who carry the Idea. Excellent 
mounting and dress is secondary to the 
dumb work. 

A sure-fire b.-o. attraction, something 
unusual in an Idea, is coniained thru 
Hadji Ali, who is a setup for ali sorts 
of exploitation and got a fair dose of 
it here. He swallows quarts of water, 
later throwing it up in a steady stream 
and then follows with about a pint of 
gasoline. He squirts this into a grate 
for a thrilling fire effect. The other 
novelty is Ali Hassan's Blue Streaks, six 
corking male tumblers. 

A 12-girl ensemble has less to do in 
this unit than in other Ideas that have 
been seen in the past. James Gaylord, 
tenor, and Sherry Louise, soprano, carry 
the vocal brunt well. The blond acro 
dancer is probably Eva Nightingale, and 
Ferdna may be the girl who slips an- 
other into a wicker basket.and makes 
her disappear and reappear at the open- 
ing of the big flash. 

Setting is a Moroccan exterior and 
well exccuted and lighted. Remainder of 
the cast consists of a camel and donkey, 
with these also figuring in possible ex- 
Ploitaticn on the road.

Curly Burns and Company 

Reviewed at the Jefferson. Style— 
Singing, dancing and comedy. Setting— 
In one and full stage (specials). Time 
—Nineteen minutes. 

Curly Burns’ new skit is a gay and 
rollicking affair that gives Burns a good 
chance to show his talents as a black- 
face comedian. Aside from Burns’ abil- 
ity at comedy the skit is well staged, the 
sets are colorful, and there is a thread 
of continuity in the plot that makes the 
skit more interesting. The act should 
be glové-fit for the neighborhooders, 
which usually go big for comedy of the 
slap-stick type. 

Act opens in one, with Burns as a 
black-face aid to a white explorer who 
is searching for his kidnaped sweethecrt. 
Scene is an Egyptian tombs passageway. 
Burns is captured and whisked away to 3 
mysterious palace, disclosed in full stage. 
There follows a lot of slapstick between 
Burns and his captor, a villainous king. 
Burns’ master finally finds his sweet- 
heart and Burns escapes from the king 
by beating him in a dice game. Not 
much to the plot, but enough to carry 
interest and allow Burns leeway for 
Mugging and comic gestures. 

The Egyptian tomb theme of the skit 
has not been used much, if at all, in 
vaude and is a refreshing deviation from 
stereotyped ideas. The sets are color- 
ful, and the supporting cast of two boys 
and two girls is okeh. One girl does a 
gOod Oriental dance, and the hero and 
heroine of the skit warble nicely. 

Sixth on an eight-act layout here, it 
landed a liberal portion of laughs and 
closed to a good hand. P. D.

Joe Besser evidently never heard of 
RKO’s censorship bureau, for he resorts 
to suggestiveness thruouf his act in a 
manner that is an open defy to the 
circuit’s blue-pencil wielders. It con- 
sists of obvious hand gestures, and, while 
it proved very funny to grownups when 
reviewed, it is liable to have bad effect 
on kid attendance at matinees. They 
might pick up those gestures, as kids 
usually do, and popularize them. 

Besser appears to be an effective 
enough comedian without resorting to 
dirt. He’s of the sappy variety and his 
mannerisms and spiels are laugh-pro- 
voking. Of his assist the two girls 
(Dorothy Ellsworth and Mary Mevilles) 
are the sole helps. The two males have 
little to do, getting only a few brief 
straight jobs. Girls do song-dance. 
Blonde taps capably, while the other 
offers a hot blues warble of Minnie the 
Moocher. 

Act has a thread of a story. It is sup- 
posed to take place somewheres in the 
Northwest and in the rendezvous of a 
pair of tough hombres. They mistake 
Besser for a Canadian Royal Mounted 
and shoot gab back and forth with him. 
Pans out that he copped the coat and 
hat from @ Mounty. FPull-stage hut 
setting is effective. 

Next-to-shut on the four-act bill here 
and registered strongly on the evening 
show reviewed.

They grind 
out the popular numbers in trip-hammer 
fashion, concentrating mostly on giving

than on making the words of the tunes 
distinct and understandable. Their best 
number is There Ought To Be a Moon- 
light Saving Time. 

The act lacks a mike or a speaker to 
suggest their radio broadcasting. Since 
their voices are small, it would help 
them if they would croon into a mike 
for amplification. Their being grouped 
in the same formation about the piano 
is monotonous. They should change for- 
mations or do something to make one 
number different from the other. They 
work exactly on the stage as when broad- 
casting, which is not diverting enough 
for vaude audiences. 


Better staging, with closer attention to 
the difference between broadcasting and 
vaude, would help fix up the act and 
make it more acceptable than it is now.

Main Circus Played 
Same Stand 42 Years Ago 


ST. JOHN, N. B., July 25.—A singular 
thing about playing of Calais, Me., by 
Walter L. Main Circus recently was that 
this show played same stand 42 years 
ago. Lot was not same as that used in 
1889. Was in Milltown section of Calais, 
which is known as Milltown, Me., and is 
directly opposite Milltown, N. B., on St. 
Croix River. Another unusual phase 
about Main engagement at Calais, which 
is directly opposite St. Stephen, N. B., on 
St. Croix, is that most of attendance 
was from Canadian side of river, it being 
estimated that about 60 per cent of those 
paying to see show had crossed bridges 
from the Dominion bank of the St. 
Croix. Lot was the old fairgrounds. 

Sparks Circus was first circus to cross 
from United States into Eastern Canada. 
It is routed thru provinces of New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. In St. John, 
N. B., lot used On July 17 was the east 
end athletic field. 

This circus is opening mid-town ticket 
offices in drug stores, chiefly, on circus 
day in each of the stands. Altho Walter 
Main Circus was first to international 
border of Maine-New Brunswick, it did 
not cross the line. 

Shows, whether carnival or circus, 
would do well to remain aloof from 
Cape Breton Island this year. Economic 
conditions are very unsatisfactory, and 
there is widespread poverty, owing to 
lack of emplcyment in coal and steel 
mines, two chief industries.
